After receiving 3 yellow cards during the tournament, a player must be automatically 
suspended for one match. 


- Any player given a red card shall be automatically suspended for one match. Should 
the Chair of the Judiciary Committee decide that the offence may warrant a longer 
suspension then the matter may be dealt with by the Judiciary Committee. 


Any suspension imposed under Rules 21 and 22 shall be for championship games only 
and can be carried forward if necessary to the next championship. 


Any player suspended under Rules 21 and 22 shall 
a. not wear the team strip, 
b. not sit on the team bench and 
c. not be listed on the matchcard : d 
for the match that she has received the suspension
